Dedication  of  the  two  new  resi¬ 
dence  halls  at  St.  Joseph’s  on 
April  27,  will  be  followed  at  1:30 
p.  m.  by  a  festive  dinner,  pre¬ 
sided  over  by  Thomas  G.  Medland, 
’26,  Log-ansport,  Ind.  Plans  have 
been  announced  by  Fr.  John 
Lefko,  chairman  of  the  Dedication 
Committee. 

The  buildings,  which  are  now 
nearing  completion,  are  named  in 
honor  of  Archbishop  John  F. 
Noll  of  the  Diocese  of  Fort 
Wayne,  and  Bishop  John  G.  Ben¬ 
nett,  ’09,  of  the  Diocese  of  La¬ 
fayette  in  Indiana.  Construction 
was  partially  financed  by  the 
people  of  the  two  dioceses. 

The  dinner  will  climax  a  morn¬ 
ing  of  religious  ceremonies,  in¬ 
cluding  the  blessing  of  the  two 
buildings,  preceded  by  a  Pontifi¬ 
cal  High  Mass  at  10 :30  a.  m., 
CDT. 

Celebrant  of  the  Mass,  which 
is  to  be  held  in  the  College 
fieldhouse,  will  be  the  Most  Rev. 
Paul  Schulte,  archbishop  of  In¬ 
dianapolis.  The  Most  Rev.  Charles 
G.  Maloney,  ’32,  auxiliary  bishop 
of  the  Archdiocese  of  Louisville, 
will  deliver  the  sermon. 

At  the  dinner,  responses  will 
be  given  by  various  distinguished 
guests,  including  Archbishop 
Schulte  and  Bishop  Maloney;  the 
Most  Rev.  Leo  A.  Pursley,  *21, 
administrator  of  the  Fort  Wayne 
Diocese,  and  the  Most  Rev.  Joseph 
M.  Marling,  ’24,  auxiliary  bishop 
of  Kansas  City.

’55  Alumni  Fund  Appeal 
Nets  $4,294  as  Starter 


As  of  April  6,  a  total  of  213 
alumni  had  responded  to  the  1955 
Alumni  Fund  Appeal.  Contribu¬ 
tions  had  amounted  to  $4,294. 

Fr.  John  Lefko,  chairman  of 
the  St.  Joseph’s  College  Founda¬ 
tion,  expressed  satisfaction  with 
the  Appeal’s  beginning.  “Although 
a  rather  small  percentage  of  the 
alumni  have  responded  to  date,” 
he  said,  “we  feel  that  the  showing 
has  been  encouraging  and  that 
some  necessary  delays  are  to  be 
expected  in  many  people’s  con¬ 
tributing,  even  to  such  a  worth¬ 
while  cause  as  this.” 

“Especially  encouraging  have 
been  the  enthusiastic  letters  which 
have  accompanied  many  dona¬ 
tion,”  he  said.  “One  alumnus 
writes  that  it  is  a  pleasure  to 
contribute — that  it  couldn’t  hap¬ 
pen  to  a  finer  school.  The  mother 
of  another  alumnus,  who  is  serv¬ 
ing  with  the  Army  in  Germany 
now,  sends  a  sizeable  check  and 
says  that  if  he  were  home  she 
knows  he  would  want  to  partici¬ 


pate  in  such  a  good  cause.” 

“These  and  many  other  such 
letters  show  a  spirit  which  won’t 
let  the  Appeal  fall  flat.” 

The  1955  Appeal  got  underway 
March  21,  when  mailings  were 
made  to  all  alumni  with  known 
addresses.  Three  other  reminders 
will  be  sent  as  necessary,  the 
next  to  be  mailed  on  April  18. 

The  April  6  compilation  shows 
all  classes  but  two  represented 
among  the  contributors.  Those 
classes  not  heard  from  are  two 
from  near  the  turn  of  the  century. 

So  that  credit  may  be  given 
to  the  proper  class,  Fr.  Lefko 
asks  that  all  non-graduate  con¬ 
tributors  whose  class  designation 
is  wrong  to  determine  the  year 
they  would  have  graduated,  and 
to  make  note  of  it  with  their 
gifts.

Brother  Henry  Dies  at  Age  80 


Br.  Henry  Olberding,  C.PP.S., 
died  at  St.  Elizabeth’s  Hospital, 
Lafayette,  on  Sunday,  March  27, 
after  several  weeks  of  ill  health. 

“Brother  Hank”  had  been  a 
member  of  the  College  staff  most 
of  the  time  since  1909,  serving 
for  many  years  as  superintendent 
of  the  power  plant  at  CoUegeville. 


Although  feeble  and  retired  for 
the  past  few  years,  it  was  not 
until  about  six  weeks  before  his 
death  that  his  illness  was  con¬ 
sidered  critical.  At  that  time  he 
was  taken  to  the  hospital,  but 
had  returned  home  once  in  the 
meantime. 

Born  in  Oldenburg,  Germany, 
on  April  20,  1874,  Br.  Hank  came 
to  this  country  at  the  age  of 
five.  He  entered  the  C.PP.S. 
brotherhood  on  Feb.  10,  1897,  and 
was  professed  on  Feb.  21,  1899. 

Among  the  surviving  relatives 
are  two  C.PP.S.  priests,  a  brother 
and  a  nephew.  The  brother,  Fr. 
Evaristus  J.  Olberding,  ’08,  is 
chaplain  of  the  Precious  Blood 
convent  at  Bellevue,  Ohio.  The 
nephew,  Fr.  Evaristus  B.  Olber¬ 
ding,  ’30,  is  at  St.  Charles  Semin¬ 
ary  in  Carthagena. 

Two  funeral  services  were  held 
— one  at  St.  Joseph’s  on  Tuesday 
morning,  Mar.  29,  and  the  other 
at  Carthagena,  where  he  was 
buried,  the  following  day.

from  LANDSTUHL,  Germany 

. I  have  been  here  for  the  last  15  months,  and  will 

be  here  for  about  2'A  more.  Yes,  I’m  getting  to  be  somewhat 
of  a  short-timer,  but  the  way  things  are  happening  in  the 
world,  it  is  hard  telling  just  when  I’ll  get  out  for  sure 

You’ll  be  surprised  to  hear  where  I  am  right  now — 
sitting  in  a  hospital  here  in  Landstuhl.  I  received  a  broken 
nose,  again,  about  two  weeks  ago  and  right  now  I’m  waiting 
to  get  released  from  here  .  ...  I  was  playing  ball  for  the 
Western  Area  Command  “Rhinos”  and  got  it  broken  in  a 
practice.  The  Rhinos  were  European  champs  last  year  and 
traveled  to  the  States  for  a  tournament. 

If  it  weren’t  for  my  being  in  the  hospital,  I  could  have 
been  in  Berlin  this  week  playing  ball.  I  really  wanted  to  see 
Berlin,  and  that  was  my  best  chance. 

The  reason  I’m  in  the  hospital  is  that  I  had  a  little 
operation  performed  on  my  nose.  Now  it  is  all  straightened 
up  and  in  good  working  order.  My  doctor  was  a  colored 
fellow  and  he  really  knew  his  stuff.  He  did  an  awful  lot  for 
me  that  he  wasn  t  obliged  to  do.  He  told  me  to  go  right  ahead 
and  play  more  ball,  but  I  think  I  should  quit  while  I’m  ahead.

Bishop  Pursley  Made  Administrator 


(The  following  story  concerning 
Bishop  Leo  A.  Pursley,  ’21,  was 
taken  in  excerpt  form  from  the 
Fort  Wayne  Edition  of  “Our  Sun¬ 
day  Visitor,”  March  13.) 

His  Holiness  Pope  Pius  XII  has 
named  Bishop  Leo  A.  Pursley 
Apostolic  Administrator  of  the 
Diocese  of  Fort  Wayne  with  “full 
and  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  spirit¬ 
ual  and  temporal  matters.” 

The  announcement  was  made  by 
Archbishop  Amleto  G.  Cicognani, 
Apostolic  Delegate  to  the  United 
States,  and  was  released  simul¬ 
taneously  in  Washington  and  at 
the  Vatican  at  midnight  Tuesday. 

Archbishop  John  F.  Noll,  who 
will  mark  the  30th  anniversary  of 
his  consecration  in  June,  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  Archbishop-Bishop  of 
Fort  Wayne.  Bishop  Pursley’s 
appointment,  therefore,  is  “sede 
plena”  (the  See  being  filled)  .  .  . 

The  request  for  Bishop  Pursley’s 
appointment  as  diocesan  Apostolic 
Administrator  was  initiated  by 
Archbishop  Noll  and  forwarded  to 
the  Holy  See  through  Samuel 
Cardinal  Stritch  of  Chicago. 

Archbishop  Noll,  who  marked 
his  80th  birthday  Jan.  25,  in  a 
prepared  statement  said  that  he 
“did  not  want  any  priest  or  lay 
person  in  the  diocese  to  suffer 
spiritually  because  of  inadequate 
supervision  by  a  Bishop.” 

He  said  that  he  was  “in  com¬ 
plete  agreement”  with  the  action. 

Bishop  Pursley,  meanwhile,  ask¬ 
ed  prayers  of  the  clergy,  religious 
and  laity  of  the  diocese,  pledging 
to  “do  the  best  I  can  to  serve 
the  diocese  in  the  new  and  dif¬ 
ficult  assignment.”  .  .  . 

Bishop  Pursley  has  been  Aux¬ 
iliary  Bishop  of  Fort  Wayne  since 
July  22,  1950,  when  notification 
to  that  effect  was  received  from 
Archbishop  Cicognani. 

He  was  consecrated  the  follow¬ 
ing  Sept.  19  in  the  Cathedral  of 
the  Immaculate  Conception  .  .  . 

Since  that  time  he  has  confirm¬ 
ed  30,516  persons  in  the  Fort 
Wayne  diocese  and  has  assumed 
many  other  episcopal  duties.  He 
has  borne  the  brunt  of  diocesan 
affairs  during  two  serious  illnesses 
of  Archbishop  Noll,  one  in  1951 
and  the  most  recent  last  summer. 

A  native  of  Hartford  City, 
Bishop  Pursley  attended  Holy 
Family  School  there  and  made  his 
preparatory  studies  for  the  priest¬ 
hood  from  1915  to  1921  at  St. 
Joseph’s  College.  He  completed 
theological  training  at  Mt.  St. 
Mary’s  Seminary,  Cincinnati. 

He  was  ordained  by  Archbishop 
Noll  in  the  Cathedral  at  Fort 
Wayne  June  11,  1927,  and  subse¬ 
quently  served  assistant  pastor¬ 
ates  at  St.  Mary’s,  Lafayette;  St. 
Lawrence,  Muncie;  St.  Patrick, 
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Fort  Wayne;  and  again  at  St. 
Mary’s,  Lafayette. 

While  in  Lafayette,  he  served 
as  chaplain  for  Purdue  Univer¬ 
sity  Newman  Club  members  and, 
during  his  first  assignment  there, 
pursued  studies  at  Purdue. 

He  was  transferred  to  Warsaw 
June  16,  1937,  as  pastor  of 

Sacred  Heart  Church  and  served 
there  until  his  transfer  to  Fort 


Wayne. 

He  has  been  acting  vicar 
general  of  the  Fort  Wayne  diocese 
since  Nov.  3,  1954.
